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Harper tees off 
on the Pilot's 
"careless" stories 
about Bide-A-Wee 

Says FBI found 
no fault; writer 
defers to editor

Until Oct 1, Chandler Harper 
had been the operator of the 18- 
hole Bide-A-Wee golf course in 
Portsmouth for 37 years. 

AftCT years of controversy sur- 
rounding segregation against 
blacks, the golf club on 
Portsmouth city property has 
been taken by the city for new 
management 

HarpCT believes the newspaper 
articles, both recent and past, 
have made him out to look like a 
racist Harper said the articles by 
The Virginian-Pilot and The 
Ledger-Star upset him because 
the reporters did not seek the 
whole story. 

He said the articles made him 
look like a racist or a demon. He 
begs to differ. 

"People that know me, know 
me better than that The fact that 
I leased to a private club didn't 
mean I was a racist I didn't select 
the membership, the members 
selected. 1 was the landlord 
subleasing to the membership." 

Harper says the stfxies have al- 
ways attacked him which, in 
turn, tarnished the images of 
Bide-A-Wee, the city of 
Portsmouth and Harper himself. 

Alec Klein, who wrote the 
story foiThe Virginian-Pilot and 
Ledger-Star in their paper's Sept 
30 issue, said he'd prefer diat His 
editor respotwf"W^i Harper's 
comments. The editor could not 
be reached by deadline. 



For the next 12 months, the 
city has decided to operate the 
course under the management of 
James E. Armentrout, who 
operates Portsmouth's two other 
golf courses. 

Though Harper, now 78, is out 
of the picture, the memory of 
such a course will linger in the 
minds of city officials, 
politicians, blacks, whites and, of 
course. Harper. 

Golf, in one way or another, 
has brought media attention, both 
good and bad, to dandier Harper 
and to the city of Portsmouth. 

In 1934, Harper played in his 
first professional golf PGA tour- 
nament. For the next 23 years 
Harper played all over the country 
playing in pro toumameftte, not

Europe, Scotland and the British 
Isle. While winning competitiots 
and tournaments across the 
United States, he says his most 
memorable Hrst-place fmish was 
at the national PGA tournament 
in 1950 in Columbus, Ohio. 

While touring nationally, he 
continued to run the Bide-A-Wee 
course, which in 19SS (^i^ as 
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Ctiandler Harper smiles as he earns first place In one of 
his many tournaments.

I just 
feel I want to give them some- 
thing to do, to educate them- 
selves. These people get so 
lonely." 

The visits do not stop there. 



She and some of her friends 
from the Women's Club also 
visit Holiday House in 
Portsmouth and Samaritan House 
in Virginia Beach, both houses 
for mentally restricted teenagos. 

"We teach them classes on 
how to clean and wash dishes and 
other areas so they will have a 
vocation to support themselves 
with later on. We give them sup- 
port, talk to them, let them know 
we care." 

Law and her friends also stop 
at nursing homes and convales- 
cent facilities throughout the area 
to drqj off magazines, to com- 
municate and to offer them any 
help. 

"The more you help out the 
m(xt the more you realize how 
much people need help. We taing 
in flowos and foods. If they want 
to take a walk and they are feel- 
ing up to it we'll walk with them 
around the block. Sometimes we 
read to them. We support timm 
mentally," said Law. 16. 

She added that in her experi- 
ences over the years, most every- 
body she has volunte^ed with 
has enjoyed it.

A New York woman

While working in a Virginia 
Beach surf shop, a clerk was 
stabbed in his back seven times by 
two females attempting to rob the 
store during Neptune Festival 
weekend.

Kamp said police told him one of 
the giris faint«] outside the store af- 
ter the scuffle, which enabled police 
to capture them. 

According to Kamp, Thomas "is 
fine now. It was a small-bladed 
knife that got him. He has been 
treated and released from the hospi- 
tal. He's going to take two weeks 
off to get some rest and take it 
easy," said Kamp. 

"There were no reported damages 
to the store. Thomas will press 
charges against the two attackers, 
said Kamp. 



Proposals being taken to 
operate recycling center

Virginia Beach has the products - 
methane gas and uash - but it 
would like to see the private sector 
step in to help with the operation 
and marketing. 

P. Wade Kyle, waste administra- 
tor, has informed City Council that 
proposals are being solicited for the 
city's methane gas plant and a small 
recycling center to htndte tint voUA 
waste deposited at the city's 20 drop 
off centers. 

The city acquired the methane gas 
plant when LVI, the company 
which built the facility at Mount 
Trashmore, defaulted on payments 
to the city. Under the contract 
signed with the city, LVI, which 
built the $10 to $20 million facil- 
ity, was to pay Virginia Beach 
$10,000 a month. Over a period of 
15 months, the city received 
$150,000. The company also 
switched from producing natural gas 
to producing electric power. 

Kyle said that the company was 



given a reasonable time to repair 
the facility, but, possibly becau.se 
of the economic climate, nothing 
was done and the city became the 
plant's owner. 

Kyle said that it would not be 
wise for the city to take over the 
operation of the highly technical 
plant. He said that 12 firms have 
expressed an interest in taking over. 
He also said that the city wants the 
prospective owners to consider 
locnng al the possibiUty of manu- 
facturing propane fuel to run auto- 
mobiles. 

As for the recycling centers, he 
said that the city takes the recycled 
materials to a central location at the 
city landfill, but that the recycling 
would be better operated by the pri- 
vate sector. The idea is for the pri- 
vate business to construct a small 
center, find purchasers for the 
materials and pay the city part of 
the revenues. Kyle said that looking 
for the markets is a constant prob- 
lem. He said that the cost of recy- 
cling and find a market is cost-pro- 
hibitive.

Chandler Harper, and fairness 

As of Oct. 1, the legendary Chandler Harper was no longer 
the operator of the Bide- A- Wee Golf Course in Portsmouth. 
For nearly 40 years. Harper stayed with the facility, which was 
on city property and, for years, Bide-A-Wee was the "center 
for controversy" in Portsmouth for being an all-white club until 
April of 1988. 

Over the years, the local media has attacked Harper for allow- 
ing such a facility to operate. Less discussed, however, was the 
City Councils' continuing acquiescence to the ongoing discrim- 
ination. Harper said The Virginian-Pilot and The Ledger Star 
have zeroed in on him as the lone culprit for Bide-A- Wee's 
membership policies. Harper said he is "a whipping boy" for 
the local politicians who point fingers at him with blame. 

Harper said The Virginian-Pilot and The Ledger-Star have 
not emphasized that city officials are at fault for allowing such a 
club to exist The club rests on city property. 

Harper has accused The Virginian-Pilot and The Ledger-Star 
of being one-sided in their coverage of the Bide- A- Wee saga. 
He said the reporters didn't publish what they were given. He 
believes what they were never given was the whole story. 

He says he was always made out to look like a racist. The 
racist. The racist in Portsmouth. The racist in Portsmouth who 
operated the Bide- A- Wee golf club for nearly 40 years. 

He is out of the picture now. No more Bide-A-Wee. He plans 
to stop the interviews. 

In what could possibly be his final interview locally. Harper 
told The Portsmouth Times that he acted as the club's 
"landlord." "The fact that I leased to a private club didn't mean 
I was a racist. I didn't select the membership, the members se- 
lected," said Haiper at his home Saturday afternoon. 

Harper is being attacked. He is sick of the media that 
makes him out out look like the bad guy, when city officials are 
just as at fault for allowing the club to exist. The golf course is 
under new management and all of the items in the golf club 
with Harper's name on them have or will soon be removed 
fi-om the premises. 

Golf was his game. He was selected as a national PGA Hall- 
of-Famer and a Virginia Hall-of-Famer. He won a PGA tourna- 
ment. He taught golf pro Curtis Strange how to play. He has 
raised money through golf benefits that have supported local 
organizations for retardwi individuals. 

All of these memories are things that he will take to the grave 
with him when he dies. He recently said, "I would like some- 
thing like this on my tombstone: 'He lived and loved golf and 
tried to provide it for others.'" 

While playing as a pro golfer. Harper traveled across the na- 
tion and overseas to play in many tournaments. While traveling 
and playing, he represented Portsmouth wherever he went. "I 
represented Portsmouth in the national press and was proud to 
do so," added Harper, 78.

In die'year 1944 while stationed on 
the island of 
Espirito Santo 
in the South 
Pacific Ocean 
widi the U.S.

Hie glowing 
plankton reminded me of a city of a 
million lights. 

It wasasereneenvironmenL Icould 
have stayed diere for hours loddng at 
some of die best of God's work but it 
was time for me to get back to camp. 
As I turned from die ocean my eyes 
caught a reflection diat appesued to 
be coming fiom metal of some kind.

Japs had landed on die island several

submarines had been sighted in die 
vicinity and some planes had dropped 
a bomb or two causing no casualities 
except for a cow and a pig. 

As a rule we usually carried 
our weapons with us evoy where we 
went but on diis particular night I had 
left my M-1 in my tent I walked 
cautiously in die direction of the re- 
flection and soon realized that the 
object was in fact metal and qdiere 
shaped widi holes in die side which 
appeared to be windows. Thoe was a 
small door in the front widi a ramp 
diat touched the ground. 

As I got close I realized diat diese 
were four subjects apparendy dig- 
ging in die sand. As I approached to 
approximately 30 feet diey realized 
that I h£ul been watching Hxm and in 
a flash they ran up the ramp and into 
die craft, diat is all but one of diem 
who stood momentarily in die door- 
way and looked directly into my eyes 
and dien he was gone.

their learning. Poverty is the single 
bestpredictorofayaingster's failing 
at school, and child poverty has risen 
substantially over the past decade. 
Twenty-five percent of Americans 
under the age of six are now poor. 
That' s one out of four children begin- 
ning their lives at increased risk for 
school failure. 

Since the start of the 1980s, federal 
cutbacks in domestic programs have 
diminished children'schances to suc- 
ceed. While the number of poor chil- 
dren was rising, over two million 
low-income children were dropped 
from the nation's school lunch pro- 
gram. Over five million children un- 
der 12 now suffer from hunger. The 
widely praised federal Women, In- 
fants, and Children (WIC) nutrition 
program is currently funded at a level 
that allows it to serve less than half 
the eligible population. Increasing 
numbers of children are going with- 
out critical immunizations and other 
basic medical care. 

It's not only poor children who are 
in trouble. Middle class families are 
stretched thin. Over the past 12 years, 
the real median income of young 
families with children declined by 32 
percent. There aren't enough quality 
early childhood education programs, 
or quality afterschool programs, to 
meet the need. 

All across the coun- 
try, school budgets are undergoing 
yet another round of cuts. Even in 
America' s best school districts, ener- 
gies that were focused cm improve- 
ment are now devoted to simply try- 
ing to maintain existing instructional 
programs. 

NEA members see the effects of 
these cutbacks on the children in their 
classrooms every day. We know that 
America's children - all America's 
children - hold this country's future 
in their hands. Without help, without 
hope, they will become America's 
despair.

have drinking problems is expected 
to increase as the number of older 
Americans increases. Since older 
women will account for the largest 
proportion of "aging America," a 
significant increase is anticipated in 
the number of older women with 
drinking problems. The current 
group of women 65 and older tend 
not to be heavy drinkers. According 
to National Center for Health 
Statistics (NCHS) figures, just over 
two percent of women 65-plus re- 
port drinking five or more drinks a 
day at least five times during the 
past year. 

Many healUi professionals are 
more concerned about the older 
women of tomorrow. Drinking is 
more socially accq)ted by Uie next 
generation of women (45 to 64) 



who will be the older women of 
tomorrow. The same NCHS re- 
search found substantially more 
women 45 to 64 (8 percent) than 
older women who ±'ank five or 
more drinks a day at least five times 
the past year. HealUi experts antic- 
ipate that many women in this age 
group, who may be widowed and 
live alone in coming years, may be 
at higher risk of alcohol abuse. 

Types of 
Older Drinkers 

Older adults with drinking prob- 
lems are believed to fall into two 
categories - lifetime drinkers, who 
have abused alcohol for decades, and 
late-onset drinkers, who begin 
drinking heavily in later life usually 
in response to losses, grief or other 
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changes (relocation, retirement, 
poor health, reduced income). Life- 
time drinkers are estimated to ac- 
count for two-thirds of older adults 
with drinking problems. 

Health Effects 
of Alcohol 

The physical process of aging 
intensifies alcohol's effects. 
Physiological changes take place in 
the body that change the way alco- 
hol is absorbed and. removed. In 
general, people's tolerance for alco- 
hol decreases as they get older. As a 
result, drinking affects older people 
more strongly and for a longer pe- 
riod of time. 

Many older people who drink 
also run the risk of experiencing 
health problems due to the alcohol's 
reaction wiUi medications Uiey are

taking. Alcohol is a drug. Just one 
to two drinks when combined witii 
some common medicines (including 
high blood pressure pills) can cause 
problems. 

Among the drugs that can cause 
serious problems when taken with 
alcohol are tranquilizers (Valium, 
Librium, Miltown, Mellaril), 
barbituates (phenobarbital), pain 
killers (Darvon, Demerol) and anti- 
histamines (both prescription and 
over-the-counter versions). The 
problems include dangerous effects 
()n people's judgment, reaction 
time, coordination and alertness. 

While heavy alcohol consump- 
tion is associated with many healdi 
conditions - including liver disease, 
memory loss and depression - the 
biggest problem for older people is 
the increased number of accidents 
that occur due to intoxication. 

Advice for 
Professionals 

Preventive programs that appear 
to help older people avoid drinking 
problems include those thau 

• Encourage participation in self- 
help programs; 

• Counsel older adults on plan- 
ning fore retirement and coping 
widi other stresses common to later 
Ufe; 

• Teach diem the warning signs 
of alcoholism and coping with de- 
nial of the problem; and 

• Acquaint them with Alcoholics 
Anonymous and other groups 
offering similar alcohol-treatment 
inograms.

a whites-only course. 

The ever present negative 
media attrition regarding the golf 
club has always been 
controversial — hitting Harper 
the hardest and most frequently. 

Harper feels misrqjresoited. He 
feels local television covoBge and 
especially The Virginian-Pilot 
and The Ledger-Star have not 
done the complete job covering 
the saga. 

"I don't know that the writers 
intentionally meant to be unfair. 
They've been satisfied to make 
this story sensational — to make 
the stories what they consider to 
be good reading. 

"They are a little bit careless... 
They certainly have not attempted 
to find out what all the facts are. 
Nobody has ever printed that the 
Justice Department found me 
absolutely innocent of any 
wrongdoing." 

For what Harper believes to be 
continued negative newspaper 
articles have left a bad taste in his 
mouth. He granted The 
Porstmouth Times this interview 
in a final attempt to set tfie record 
straight on Bide-A-Wee and 
himself 

"The trouble is I was never in- 
terviewed that I wasn't made to 
look bad. I was made out to look 
like a racist every time and that's 
why 1 got tired of interviews. 
Locally, I've gotten afraid of 
interviews. What is the need of 
being publicized if your going to 
be publicized in a bad light every 
time? 1 don't feel like I've done 
something wrong — We obeyed 
the law." 

Harper said The Virginian- 
Pilot and Ledger-Star articles 
often zeroed in on him, rather 
than the city council members, 
which for so many years, voted 
to allow the course and its 
policies to exist. 

Harper will be the first to 
admit that golf has been his life. 
When he first picked up a club 
at age 9 or when he first played 
in a tournament at age 12 or 
when he was selected at to the 
National PGA Hall of Fame and 
to the Virginia Hall of Fame, 
have all been moments that stick 
out in his mind. 

He even fondly recalls teaching 
Virginia's own Curtis, $trange 
how to play when Strange was in 
his teens. 

While his his golf career was 
at its height, he always 
remembered where he came from. 
"I played on the national PGA 
tournament circuit on and oS for 
23 years. I never played a full 
year because I had the club to 
run. 1 represented Portsmouth in 
the national press and was proud 
to do so." 
He gained a lot of attention

from his golf caieo- and also from 
the Bide- A-Wee club. 

"In 1969, 1 was elected to the 
national PGA Hall of Fame. I 
cherish that more than anything 
because at the time only current 
members of the Hall of Fame 
could vote. I was selected by 
players I had competed againsL" 

Some of those play^s who he 
competed against were Sam 
Snead, Walter Hagen, Bobby 
Cruishank, Dutch Harrison and 
Grae Sarazen. 

Harper claims the newspapers 
never found out all the facts — 
that they printed all negative 
information and blamed him. 

Harper, tells a story that he 
says is often left out of all 
newsp^r articles. 

"In 1977, certain politicians 
were able to get the Justice 
Department to bring suit against 
me, the city of Portsmouth and 
Bide-A-Wee," said Harper, 
referring to a Civil Rights suit. 
He continued, "Judge Richard 
Kellam — a federal judge — 
ruled in our favor and against 
them on all accounts. Knowing 
they had no case, the Justice 
Department did not appeal." 

Harper said in 1989, a similar 
case came up again. 

"The Justice Department 
investigated us again. The FBI 
came down to the club. They 
spent the full day investigating. 
They found absolutely no fault" 

Newspapers never focused on 
these incidents, said Harper, but 
rather tried to make him out to 
look like the bad guy. 

"la 1956. Dr. James HoUey at- 
tempted to join the club and was 
refused membership by the board 
because he couldn't secure or 
obtain club sponsorship from 
two voting- members, which is 
required by every jnivate club. 

"During this time, hundreds of 
people of the white race, 
including one Navy Admiral, 
were denied to the club. Private 
clubs take people that will be 
compatible with other nsembers." 

Local newspapers, said Harper, 
also failed to mention the 
Holiday House Chandler Harper 
Classic which, for the last five 



years has donated in excess of 
$40,000 toward retarded 
individuals in Portsmouth. 

Harper says The Virginian- 
Pilot and The Ledger-Star has 
picked on him only and not the 
city. 

Vice Mayor Lee King added, 
"It's difficult for me to deal with 
what the newspapers wrote. They 
printed what they felt was 
necessary to sell papers." 

He added that because the land 
was city property it was a big 
issue and brought a "negative 
impact" to the city. 

Councilman Cameron Pitts 
added that Harper was the main 
target of the media because he 
was the operator of the club. At- 
tacking I^rper, said Pitts, is just 
looking for someone to place the 
blame on. 

"The problem in Portsmouth 
is that some people have a very 
difficult time accepting problems 
as their own. They want to find 
someone else to blame. There's a 
lot of energy spent on blaming 
someone instead of solving 
problems. It was easy for 
everyone to pick a target and he 
stood out very well." 

Pitts added that the conuoversy 
over the years has given some 
bad press to Portsmouth. 

Councilman Bernard Griffin 
said, "I blame city officials who 
permitted that type of contract to 
be signed in the first place. The 
city should have received as much 
of the negative press as he 
[Harper] did." 

Because such a discriminatory 
club existed in this day and time. 
Griffin thought Harper and some 
city officials were "living in an- 
other century." 

Despite the "unfavorable and 
one-sided" news articles, Harper 
believes his golf club served its 
purpose. 

"I'm glad that I was able to fur- 
nish a good golf club for people 
who could not have afforded any 
other facility. Our prices were 
way below anybody else's in the 
area. I would like something like 
this on my tombstone He lived 
and loved golf and tried to provide 
it for others."

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The Little Credc-based tank land- 
ing ship USS Newport (LST 1179) 
was recently decommissioned m 
ceremonies at the Naval Amphibi- 
ous Base Little Creek. 

Capt. Joseph K. Henderson, 
commander, AJnphibious Squadron 
Ten, was the principal spe^er for 
the event 

The 563-foot, 8,300-ton ship had 
a crew of 254 and could accommo- 
date 370 Marines and and their 
equipment. Commissioned June 7, 
1969, USS Newport is named for 
the city and county of Newport, 
R.I. 

During World War II hundreds of 
tank landing ships were built to 
land tanks, combat vehicles and 
troops onto beaches. Their flat bot- 
toms and bow doors allowed them 
to discharge their cargo directly 
onto the beach, but this feature also 
made the ships relatively slow. 
USS Newport is the lead-ship of a 
newer class tank landing ship with 



an improved hull design for higher 
transit speeds. 

Powered by six large diesel en- 
gines and fitted with bow thruster 
and conu-ollable-pitch propellers, 
the Newport-class ships are more 
maneuverable and can circumnavi- 
gate the earth without refueling. 

During USS Newport's career, 
she completed 10 Nfediterranean de- 
ployments, five North Adantic de- 
ployments and four deployments to 
the Caribbean. Her crew earned 
three Battle Efficiency "E" awards 
for excellence. 

This decommissioning is further 
evidence of defense cutbacks. The 
Navy is downsizing the force while 
reorganizing to maintain and utilize 
the more capable ships. 

USS Newport was commanded 
by Cmdr. William J. Ungvarsky, 
whose next assignment is at the 
Supreme Allied Commander At- 
lantic (SACLANT) headquarters in 
Norfolk.

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The city garage scandal: 
Maybe McCoy should be brought back 

This editorial first appeared in The Chesapeake Post, which is ciliated 
with The Virginia Beach Sun. 

It is refreshing to see that someone down at Chesapeake City 
Hall took notice of the Sept. 30 edition of this newspaper's ed- 
itorial titled "The Garage Scandal," which was written regard- 
ing proposed tax cuts on estimated savings at the city garage. 
The last paragraph of the editorial suggested that "Before City 
Council considers giving tax cuts on unsubstantiated savings at 
the city garage, someone had better take another look because 
more is at st£^e here than meets the eye." 

In the October 10 edition of the Norfolk-based Virginian Pi- 
lot-Ledger Star, the headlines read "Huge Savings at City 
Garage may be a myth." That article substantiates our position 
that adl is not well at the Chesapeake city garage. The Post 
would like to thank the Virginian Pilot for its follow-up on our 
editorial of Sept. 30. While it is realized that it takes time for 
transition to take place, it is difficult to understand why the city 
administration did not know that mechanics at the garage were 
working among maggots, which are a health hazard, and cer- 
tainly not conducive to good morale. 

That was bad enough, but, vehicles were held up because of 
lack of parts, and six truck engines were damaged because me- 
chanics did not have the time for routine maintenance. There is 
an overabundance of some items and a shortage of more im- 
portant, commonly used parts. It was discovered that garage 
workers spent hours picking up parts from local dealers instead 
of getting the parts delivered. It was also revealed that former 
automotive director George McCoy had requested a cleaning 
system year after year, but that it was cut from the budget. 

It is ^so difficult to understand why two city councilmen, 
Arthur L. Dwyer and Robert T. Nance, had to be the ones to 
investigate the present problems at the city garage, which 
Nance calls "an abomination." City councilmen are criticized 
from time to time for becoming involved in the day-to-day op- 
erations of the city, which are normally the responsibility of the 
city manager; but in this case, Dwyer and Nance should be 
commendai. Assistant city manager H. Wayne Richard advised 
this reporter that the $500,000 savings estimate resulted from a 
study by CHIPS (Chesapeake Improvement Projects. Richards 
said, "That was their figure, not mine." 

Richards also pointed out that three external audits had been 
performed by Peat Marwick in 1987, 1988, 1991. Also, sev- 
eral internal audits were performed, but nothing was done. 
Perhaps it is time to bring back George McCoy and let him 
straighten out the mess at the Chesapeake city garage. —

Soon a new fire station will open. It 
will officially be known as St^km 
20, located at 985 LitUe Neck Road. 
Its primary service area encom- 
passes basically the King's Grant/ 
Kingston and Little Neck communi- 
ties. This sta- 
tion will be 
"home" for one 
officer andfour 
firefighters 
(there are three 
shifts, each 
wcn-ks 24 hours 
on and 48 
hours off), and

Older Americans with drinking 
problems are oftin referred to as a 
"hidden" population. While the 
older population as a whole drinks 
less than younger age groups, 
drinking problems are more com- 
mon along older people than most 
Americans realize. Many health and 
aging experts believe the 65-plus 
group is seriously underrepresented 
in treatment for alcoholism.

have drinking problems is expected 
to increase as the number of older 
Americans increases. Since older 
women will account for the largest 
proportion of "aging America," a 
significant increase is anticipated in 
the number of older women with 
drinking problems. The current 
group of women 65 and older tend 
not to be heavy drinkers. According 
to National Center for Health 
Statistics (NCHS) figures, just over 
two percent of women 65-plus re- 
port drinking five or more drinks a 
day at least five times during the 
past year. 

Many health professionals are 
more concerned about the older 
women of tomorrow. Drinking is 
more socially accepted by the next 
generation of women (45 to 64) 



who will be the older women of 
tomorrow. The same NCHS re- 
search found substantially more 
women 45 to 64 (8 percent) than 
older women who ch'ank five or 
more drinks a day at least five times 
the past year. Health experts antic- 
ipate that many women in this age 
group, who may be widowed and 
live alone in coming years, may be 
at higher risk of alcohol abuse. 

Types of 
Older Drinkers 

Older adults with drinking prob- 
lems are believed to fall into two 
categories - lifetime drinkers, who 
have abused alcohol for decades, and 
late-onset drinkers, who begin 
drinking heavily in later life usually 
in response to losses, grief or other

Health Effects 
of Alcohol 

The physical inx}cess of ^ing 
intensifies alcohol's effects, 
ntysiological change take place in 
the body that change the way alco- 
hol is absorbed and removed. In 
general, people's tolerance for alco- 
hol decreases as they get older. As a 
result, drinking affects older people 
more sQt>ngly and for a longer pe- 
riod of time.

taking. Alcohol is a drug. Just one 
to two drinks when combined with 
some common medicines (including 
high blood pressure pills) can cause 
problems. 

Among the drugs that can cause 
serious problems when taken with 
alcohol are tranquilizers (Valium, 
Librium, Miltown, Mellaril), 
barbituates (phenobarbital), pain 
killers (Darvon, Demerol) and anti- 
histamines (both prescription and 
over-the-counter versions). The 
problems include dangerous effects 
on people's judgment, reaction 
time, coordination and alertness. 

While heavy alcohol consump- 
tion is associated with many health 
conditions - including liver disease, 
memory loss and depression - the 
biggest problem for older pe(q)le is 
the increased number of accidents 
that occur due to intoxication. 

Advice for 
Professionals 

Preventive programs that appear 
to help older people avoid drinking 
problems include those that: 

• Encourage partici|»tion in Mlf- 
help programs; 

• Counsel older adults on plan- 
ning fore retirement and coping 
with other stresses common to UAa 
Ufe; 

• Teach them the warning signs 
of alcoholism and coping with (te- 
nial of the imiblem; and 

• Acquaint diem with Alcdiolics 
Anonymous and other groups 
offoing similar alcohol-treatment 
(HDgrams.

Good outweighs bad as construction rotfs on 



Fourth winter of work; 
The $53 million project 
should be over by May, '95

Virginia Beach is tearing up At- 
lantic Avenue again, and while the 
construction is causing some busi- 
nesses to suffer, the general feeling 
is the overall advantages outweigh 
the disadvantages. 

This is the fourth winter of con- 
struction, according to Rob Hu- 
dome, the city's resort area services 
coordinator. The overall project has 
been going on for three years and 
the $S3-million effort should be 
completed by May 1, 1995. 

"We've been doing it in phases 
and sections," Hudome said. "Most 
of the effort is from Rudee Inlet to 
42nd Street. We were doing it in 
five-block sections, and each sec- 
tion would take two years. The first 
phase is burying the power cables, 
and tte second phase includes the 
beautificalion. 

"But this year, there are 20 
blocks under construction. This is 
definitely the biggest year of this 
construction project. People were 
so impressed with the work that 
they asked the resort area advisory 
commission to step up the work." 

Hudome said the project is pri- 
marily along Atlantic Avenue,, the 
boardwalk and the connecting 



streets. He added that there are no 
plans to work on P^ific Avenue or 
any other thoroughfares at this 
time. 

"The boardwalk project is basi- 
cally complete, and so are a lot of 
connector streets. We are also 
working on Rudee Walk, which is a 
walkway under the bridge over 
Rudee Inlet, and an ocean walk." 

According to Hudome, the city 
contracted out all the work, but city 
employees still oversee the project 
and cowdinate the effort

Although it has CBus«i some 
problems along the wateifiont, Hu- 
dome says that nearly everyone has 
been voy understanding. 

"WhMJ we first aarted, we were 
right up front with the businesses 
along Atlantic Avenue. It was pre- 
sented as a trade off: conditions 
would be bad for a while, but the 
ovoall ^ect aftowaids wooki nfKMce 
everythii^ better. 

"A lot of pec^le didn't mind. The 



results have been so dramatic that 
they were well received." 

Hudome explained that phase 
one, which is the power line burial, 
doesn't hurt businesses too badly. 
But phase two involves tearing ev- 
erything up. 

"We've been demolishing almost 
everything," he said. "But we have 
tried to encourage people to take 
advantage of the situation by using 
the time to do their own remodel- 
ing. 

"A lot of them do. A lot of them 
have done a lot of work, and that 
has made the change in looks even 
more dramatic than what was first 
intcncted." 

The private sector has been a big 
contributor, according to Hudome. 
It has been very understanding, he 
says. 

"I work with the private sector," 
he adds. "That's one of my main 
jobs. I try to minimize the impact, 
and help the businesses work 
around the inconveniences. 

"Cooperation has been a strong 
point in this effort. The hardest part 
was just getting started." 

Hudome also said the 

weather had been cooperative. Al- 
though the work is scheduled from 
Oct. I to May 1, to avoid the 
tourist season, projects have been 
completed either on time or ahead 
cfscheduJe. 

"We've had some mild winters, 
wd that has helped," he says. "And

we have met our deadtihes, some- 
times easily." 

Much of the work this year, car- 
rying over into 1993, will be the 
sections running along Atlantic 
Avenue from 25th Stfeet to 36th 
Street. And this year, work acQially 
started Sept. 28, after the Neptune 
Festival. 

'The project has been under con- 
struction aboai two and half weeks, 
but you can tell a lot has been 



done," Hudome says. "Of course, 
demolition goes preUy quick." 

Although most of the tourist 
season has passed, Uiere are still 
some people who come to the 
beach for weekend getaways and 
conventions. And Hudome ac- 
knowledges that traffic can be a 
problem just from the locals. 

"But we maintain the u-affic 
flow," he says. "There are sections 
where there is only one-lane traffic, 



but we have maintained access to 
everything. 

"Most of the locals don't go 
down Atlantic Avenue anyhow. I 
live on the south end of the beach, 
and I use Pacific Avenue, which has 
most of the traffic." 

Indeed, a couple of businesses 
contacted confirmed what Hudome 
-had been saying. 



Chesapeake's Mayor Ward, 
city clerk, rip Virginian-Pilot

The intent of his Oct. 1 letter to 
fellow counciimembers was not to 
withhold information from the 
public, said Mayor William E. 
Ward, but to establish some deco- 
rum and procedures in city affairs. 

Lambasting The Virginian-Pilot 
article of Oct. 13, "Chesapeake 
launches PR campaign to boost 
image," Ward said at a recent coun- 
cil meeting that "the person who 
wrote that micle did not give the 
courtesy of quoting the letter." 

Ward, who is black, said that he 
grew up in a culture in which he 
was often excluded. In no way, he 
said, would he deny access to the 
press. Ward added that his 14 years 
on Council are one of his most 
significant rewards. 

"1 do not apologize," said Ward. 
"If I offended anyone, I'm M)rry." 
He said that his pursuit of decorum 
and procedures may be because he is 
a teacher. Ward teaches history at 
Norfolk State University. He said 
that he had no argument with 
counciimembers disagreeing, that it 
was "good to disagree." 

Vice Mayor John W. Butt said he 
agreed that some council matters, 
such as personnel and contracts, 
should \x discussed in priv^y, but 
that when such a discussion takes 



place in "die back room" (executive 
session), someone leaks out the in- 
formation 20 minutes later. 

He said that he agreed that coun- 
ciimembers should behave in a 
gentlemanly and ladylike maanec 
He said that he had planned (0 meet 
with the city garage employees and 
management but that when he heard 
the press was going to be there, he 
refused to go. 

Counciimembers Robert T. 
Nance and Arthur Dwyer, who are 
Republicans (Ward is a Democrat), 
said they took the letter to be a 
policy statement. Dwyer said he 



took it to be, "don't talk." "It al- 
ways appears (the manager or man- 
agement) was u-ying to put a lid on 
what was going out. Maybe I took 
it the wrong way but coupled with 
all the other events I took it to 
mean we couldn't talk." 

Regarding the council liaison 
committees: they were established 
with no mwe than two members so 
that they could meet in privacy 
without violating the Freedom of 
Information Act. When more than 
two counciimembers get together, 
they are required to notify the pub- 
lic.

Economy, environment . . . 
and education 

Although the woeful states of the economy and the environment 
have stolen the national spotlight in this year's general election 
campaigns, Virginia Beach residents will have the chance to vote 
on a thini "E" - education - on November 3. 

On the flip side of the ballot card that will determine who runs 
the countiy for the next four years, registered « 
voters will be able to help decide whether the 
Commonwealth should issue a $6 1 3-million bond 
package to fund critical construction and renova- 
tion projects throughout the state. 

These "general obhgation" bonds, which are 
similar to a home mortgage in that the borrower 
(in this case the state) makes an unconditional 
promise to pay principal and interest when due, 
would allow $472.4 million for higher education, 
$45.2 million for mental health, and $95.4 mil- 
lion for state parks. 

Last week. Old Dominion University presi- ^^^ 
dent, Dr. James Koch, and Norfolk State University president, Dr. 
Harrison Wilson, came to The Virginia Beach Sun office to tell us 
why the higher education portion of the 1992 bond issues is 
essential for maintaining the quality of the state's system and 
meeting future needs. 

There has been no significant capital funding for higher-educa- 
tion construction since 1986. Additionally, the budget crisis of the 
past two years has cut $4 1 3 million in general funds to Virginia's 
colleges and universities, meaning that many vital construction 
and maintenance projects have already been deferred for too long. 
At the same time, however, enrollment at state institutions has 
increased by 40,000 students to 266,900 since 
1986, and is projected to jump by a further 
65,000 students by the year zOOO. 

Unless older buildings can be renovated before 
they deteriorate beyond repair; and unless the 1 .5 
million square feet of new classrooms, libraries 
and laboratories required just to accommodate 
current enrollment can be provided, both Koch 
and Wilson fear that Virginia's renowned stan- 
dard of higher education will fall drastically. 

Because more than 23 percent of the $472.4- 
million higher-education bond referendum is 
earmarked for projects in the Hampton Roads 
area - including improvements at Old Dominion University, The 
College of William and Maiy, Norfolk State University and 
Tidewater Community College - voting "yes" for Virginia's 
bonds on Nov. 3 should be panicularly important to our readers. 
Yes, in the short term it may be hard to see why an addition to 
ODU's library should matter to everyone. However, despite the 
obvious benefits to students of improving old facilities and 
alleviating overcrowding with new ones, the 95 education projects 
planned for the Commonwealth will also create new jobs, gener-

Looking at back issues of The Virginia Beach Sun: 

10 Years Ago 

Ten years ago this week. Councilwonuin Reba 
McClanan asked the city's health department to sti^y 
an abandoned incinerator site, located just off Laskin 
Road, earmarked by the Virginia Beach Beautification 
Commission for an oceanfront public park. 

Studies of the area revealed that sewage discharges 
from the Hampton Roads Sanitation District caused 
high levels of bactoia and fecal coliforms on the land 
across from the 18-acre city-owned tract. McClanan 
was concerned that the same discharge may have 
seeped onto the jvoposed park land, where it could 
pose a health timat to children. 

Opposing opinions of various local experts on 
whether or not the effluent constituted a health hazard 
led to Mayor Louis Jones promising that the city 
would study 40 acres of the resort area to detennine 
the extent (if any) of potential health risk. McClanan 
said that Virginia Beach needed to bring public safety 
more into the spotlight.

Coalition, Inc., announced the results of a survey that 
asked 450 city residents to rank the area's critical is- 
sues. The poll showed overwhelming concern about 
growth and its related problems, as well as the inde- 
pendence of Gty Council members. 

Of those who responded to the survey, 92 percent 
opposed the proposal to move the green line; 87 per- 
cent doubted the adequacy of the city's long-range 
plannin|; and more thai 80 percent saw the reduction 
in the size of the City Council as a detrimental con- 
centration of power in the hands of a few. Hand in 
hand with seeking a greater voice. 82 percent sup- 
ported directly electing the mayor. 

Also, nearly 90 percent of the respondents believed 
that City Council was too pro-developer biased, with 
the number of seats controlled by that faction ranging 
from three to eight.

division problems. They made 
arrangements for uncut pizza that day 
and the task of the ten. five person 
teams was to divide the pizza up into 
equal portions. Each activity that day 
clearly illustrated the many ways 
children use division in their daily 
lives. 

The heart and soul of the day's 
activities was successfully complet- 
ing five learning center activities. 
Each group of five children had to 
spend time at each center. Each child 
took on at least three different roles 
when they worked their way through 
a center. One time they would be the 
participant. Next, they would be the 
coach in charge of helping a team- 
mate solve the problem. Asachecko', 
they required the teammates to ascer- 
tain if the other children on their team 
had solved the "real worid" problem 
correctly. At the end of the day. along 
with short periods of well planned 
direct instruction, each child had 
worked through five problem solv- 
ing centers. Each center involved a 
real worid problem that fourth grade 
children could relate.

Our fire department hopes that this 
year's Fire Prevention Week theme 
will help lower the number of fire 
deaths and injuries: "Test Your De- 
tector- It's Sound Advice." The mes- 
sage should remind all of us how 
important it is to keep our smoke 
detectors working. 

Too many of ourcitizcns still don't 
seem to realize that a smoke detector 
is not a magic wand. It must be fully 
functional to be effective . People still

setting. They were in a controlled but 
very social setting. TTiey were work- 
ing in teams or cooperative groups.

Journalist William H. Henry, III, 
concurred, "In his most effective 
moments, Reagan appeared to have 
attained the ultimate goal of every 
national politician: to embody so 
thoroughly the myths and U^ts of 
the country's idealized image of it- 
self that a vote for Ronald Reagan 
would be a vote for the real America. " 

Personally, I was disappointed in 
the first of the 1992 presidential de- 
bates and what I saw of the vice- 
presidential debate. The contenders 
certainly did not reach the intellec- 
tual heights of the Lincoln-Douglas 
debates. These current events seem 
to be more of a talk-show than a 
debate. Buteven in die popular game 



show Jeopardy, the contestant must 
answer the question asked. 

Wondering if these events could 
correctly be called debates, I checked 
my Webster's Third Unabridged 
Dictionary, and learned that the word 
"debate" comes from the French pre- 
fix "de"(fit)m)and"battre"(tobeat)! 
From that standpoint, the contenders 
were technically debating, as they 
spent much of their precious time 
bieating up on their opponents, albeit 
with mud and innuendo. 

But I believed most Americans 
hoped to hear substantive arguments 
about the issues confronting the na- 
tion, not unsupported opinions and 
conclusions without foundation. We 
the Voters wanted to hear each candi- 
date articulate his vision for thecoun- 
uy and explain how he could achieve 
it 

Instead, I was concerned to think 
that these childish talkfesls were be- 
ing broadcast worldwide. I triistmost 
Americans are more interested in a 
candidate's principles than his pa- 
sonality, and that they, like mc, ve 
fed up with negative campaigning, 
character assassinations, and candi- 
dates who are programmed and made- 
over by political cosmetologists. 

We the Voters are looking for a 
credible candidate who conveys hon- 
esty, who accepts responsibility in- 
stead of assigning blame, and who 
asserts his desire to pull the nation 
together, not tear it apart. 

I do not believe I am alone in long- 
ing for a leader who wants the office 
not for the honor of it, but to achieve 
results and secure a better future for 
us all. There is not much time left to 
ccMivince us of his sincerity.

Acting secretary of the Navy 

October 13. the Navy's 217th 
birthday. Navy fighters are roaring 
off the deck of USS Ranger, bound 
for patrol over the marshes of 
southern Iraq. The nation calls, the 
Navy answers. That is the Navy I 
grew up with - and the Navy I am 
proud to lead today. 

Each day, hundreds of thousands 
of sailors and marines are at sea, 
many spending six months away 
from home, unselfishly defending 
- America's vital interests - just as 
they have been doing for well over 
two centuries. Our nation's Navy 
-and Marine Corps serve daily on 
freedom's front lines - many in 
harm's way. 

But despite all of the operation 
success of the Navy and Marine 
Corps, our focus tends to be on 
three fundamental challenges we 
face - resources, strategy and ethics. 

As we move forward, I try to re- 
member H.L. Mencken's comment 



that "There is a simple answer to 
every complex problem - neat, easy 
and wrong." Challenges never re- 
spond to gimmicks or quick fixes. 
Most Squire the measured {plica- 
tion of thought, and imagination 
andeffcxt. 

Our first challenge is allocating 
scarce resoinces. 

With the end of the Cold War, 
we have a very teal opportunity to 
live in a less threatening world and 
spend less on defense. 

The president and the secretary of 
defense have laid out a plan which 
responds to post-Cold War chal- 
lenges and calls for the lowest per- 
centage of federal spending for de- 
fense since the 1930s. Overall, the 
budget has declined 30 percent in 
real terms since 1985. 

These facts stand in sharp con- 
trast to the myth that defense drives 
the federal budget Our current pro- 
gram calls for levels of defense 
spending lower than at any time 
since Pearl Harbor. And there are

fiirtha- reductions ahead. 

That means tough choices - can- 
celling popular programs, closing 
bases and eliminating many sys- 
tems the military would like to 
have. The key is making the right 
choices. After World War I and 
World War II. we dramatically cut 
our armed forces by reducing way 
too fast and cutting far too deep. 

The result - painful early losses 
in both the Second World War and 
the Korean War. At Pearl Harbor, 
2,4(X) sailors, soldiers and Marines 
died and we lost 18 ships. In flrst 
six weeks of the Korean War, we 
were almost pushed off the penin- 
sula and suffered extensive casual- 
ties. We just weren't ready to fight 

Compare the poorly 

prepared military force of the late 
1970s with the military of today. 
With an ill-equipped and inade- 
quately trained military, we suffer 
flawed operations like Desert One 
the failed raid to rescue our hostages 
in Iran; but with a ready military, 
we swept to victory - as we did in 
Desert Storm. The message is sim- 
ple: Whatever size force we sedc to 
retain, it must be well-equipped, 
properly trained, and ready to carry 
out all tasking - from humanitarian 
missions within our own borders to 
full-scale combat in the Persian 
Gulf. 

The second major challenge we 
face is sharpening our strategy. 

Working jointly with the other 



services, our maritime forces oper- 
ate forward, respond to crisis, and 
provide strategic deterrence. In par- 
ticular, the Navy and Marine Corps 
can be on guard off any nation's 
coast during a crisis without the 
need fw bases ashore. The crises we 
conftont may be as blurred as the 
problems off Sarajevo or as clear 
cut as the challenge of Saddam 
Hussein's invasion of Kuwait • but 
the Navy and Marine Corps are 
reacfy. 

The president's National Security 
Strategy outlines an approach that 
is prudent and measured, and en- 
sures the protection of fundamental 
U.S. interests overseas and at 
home. The Secretary of Defense and 
the Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff have formulated the Base 
Force concept, which will give us a 
capable national defense and still 
save the nation billions of dollars. 

In the Department of Navy, we 
have issues a new strategy, "... 
From the Sea," that complements 
and supports the adminisu-ation's 
goals to respond to a wide variety 
of regional contingencies, better 
integrate the Navy and Marine 
Corps and structure our forces for 
joint and combined operations. 

The third facing the Department 
of the Navy and the one receiving 
the most public attention is ethics. 

The American public has grown 
to expect a high standard of conduct 
from everyone in our ranks and, in 
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Steven B. Powers, M.D., P.C7\ 
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many cases, wants us to stand as 
role models for society. Unfortu- 
nately, of late a few of our number 
have failed in this important re- 
sponsibility. 

The behavior of some at the 
Tailhook '91 convention in Las 
Vegas is the subject of an intense 
investigation, and those who are 
responsible will be called upon to 
answer for their misdeeds. Most 
importantly, Tailhook is a 
manifestation of a general debate 
within the Department of the Navy 

- and one that is mirrored in society 
at large - concerning morals and 
ethics. 

We in the Department of the 
Navy believe that we must lead the 
way in developing a sense of mu- 
tual respect for all men and women 

- civilian and military. We must 
ensure we use the talents and skills 
or our people with a view that gen- 
der can be neither a qualification aoi 



a liability. 

Indeed, we arc on the cutting^edge 
of many of these questions - as we 
were in the past in facing the issues 
of civil rights and controlling drug 
and alcohol abuse. We succeeded in 
tixac challenges and will again. 

Resources, strategy and ethics - 
tough challenges. Oliver Wendell 
Holmes said, "we must sail, some- 
times with the wind and sometimes 
against it - but we must sail and 
not drift or lie at anchor." On its 
127th birthday, the Navy is sailing 
forward to meet the future in all 
three of these crucial challenges. 
We dare not fail - because Ameri- 
cans deserve the very best we as 
public servants can offer - and that 
means success. 

The Honorable Sean O'Keefe, a 
former comptroller of the Depart- 
ment of Defense, is the acting Sec- 
retary of the Navy.

REFORGER is a strategic mo- 
bility exercise emphasizing U.S. 
capability and resolve to reinforce 
Europe rapidly should die need 
arise. Additionally, REFORGER 
and its follow-on exercise. Certain 
Caravan, provide an opportunity for 
participating NATO nations to ex- 
ercise the procedures and systems 
necessary to conduct multinational 
military actions successfully. 

"It's interesting to see Germany 
for the first time and to observe 
how our European mission has 
changed since the fall of the Berlin 
wall," said Sawyer, a graduate of 
Old Dominion University and a 
member of the 1st Infantry Divi- 
sion. 

Units deploying from the United 
States include elements of the 1st 
Infantry Division (Mechanized), For 
Riley, Kansas; the 30th Separate 
Armored Brigade, Tennessee Na- 
tional Guard; and the 3rd Brigade of 
the 7th Infantry Division (Light), 
Fort Ord, California. At their home 
station of Fort Carson, Colorado, 
soldiers of the 4th Infantry Division 
will also participate in Certain 
Caravan using long-distance com- 
puter simulation. 

Computer simulation is a 
prominent feature of the follow-on 
exercise. Certain Caravan. Simula- 




tion will be used to drive a free 
play, mobile command post exer- 
cise, in which the U.S. V Corps, 
III German Corps, British and 
French units will comprise friendly 
forces that face a computer-simu- 
lated opposing force, at For Leav- 
enworth, Kansas. 

Hiis exercise continues to expand 
on the benefits of computer assisted 
training and simulation. These 
benefits include more efficient use 
of resources, reduced costs and less 
noise, traffic and maneuver damage. 
Simulation also permits the U.S. 
Military to exercise and refine the 
transportation and various other lo- 
gistical systems that are crucial to 
conducting any large scale deploy- 
ment. 

Regardless of where soldiers de- 
ploy, they miss home. "I miss my 
wife," said Sawyer. 

Sawyer has a wife Val«ie and is 
the son of Jenson and Charlotte 
Sawyer.

Health Effects 
of Alcohol 

The physical process of aging 
intensifies alcohol's effects. 
Phyaological changes take place in 
the body that change the way alco- 
hol is absorbed and removed. In 
general, people's tolerance for alco- 
hol decreases as they get older. As a 
result, drinking affects olda people 
more strongly and for a longer pe- 
riod of time.

taking. Alcohol is a drug. Just one 
to two drinks when combined with 
some common medicines (including 
high blood pressure pills) can cause 
problems. 

Among the drugs that can cause 
serious problems when taken with 
alcohol are b'anquilizers (Valium, 
Librium, Miltown, Mellaril), 
barbituates (phenobarbital), pain 
killers (Darvon, Demerol) and anti- 
histamines (both prescription and 
over-the-counter versions). The 
problems include dangerous effects 
on people's judgment, reaction 
time, coordination and alertness. 

While heavy alcohol consump- 
tion is associated with many health 
conditions - including liver disease, 
memory loss and depression - the 
biggest problem for older people is 
the increased number of accidents 
that occur due to intoxication. 

Advice for 
Professionals 

Preventive programs that appear 
to help older people avoid drinking 
problems include those that 

• Encourage participation in self- 
help programs; 

• Counsel older adults on plan- 
ning fore retirement and coping 
with other stresses common to lata 
life; 

• Teach them the warning signs 
of alcoholism and coping with (k- 
nial of the problem; and 

• Acquaint them with Alcoholics 
Anonymous and other groups 
offering similar alcohol-treatment 
programs.

The council's only woman 
member. Sherry Simmons, agreed 
and ctxnmended Callaway fw taking 
the initiaUve. "This type of cartoon 
does not have a place in our city," 
she said. 

She was supported by Coun- 
cilmember Lionell Spruill who 
dryly remarked, "We're going to get 
a correction of this on page 99. 
This does not have anything to do 
with our budget." 

Councilraembcr Arthur Dwyer, 
who was lampooned in the cartoon, 
said that he was esp^ially bothered 
by the cartoon because he is an ac- 
tive member of an organization that 
deals with sexual abuse. "Neither 
(City Manager Clarence) Cuffee 
(the other subject in the cartoon) or 
I make these kinds of comments." 

Added Councilmember John E. 
Allen: "Normally I would say, 
"Lighten up,' but in this instance 
the cartoon is inappropriate. The 
clerk's words are right on target" 

Mayor William E. Ward, speak- 
ing as a minority subject to racist 
comments, remarked that 
"Sometimes we get desensitized" to 
' comments such as those in the car- 
toon. 

Cuffee said that the cartoon is in 
very poor taste. 

Showing that she is definitely 
not desensitized to sexist humor, 
Callaway said this: 

There is a matter which is of 
great concern to me. The cartoon 
which appeared in last Sunday's 
Clipper.

A Chesapeake and Virginia Beach 
orthopedic physician, Sidney S. 
Loxley, recently entered into an agree- 
ment with the state of Virginia in 
which he pled guilty to one of two 
_, criminal charges. 
Both charges 
have arisen from 
his amorous rela- 
tionship with a 17- 
year-old girl who 
resides in Chesa- 
peake. 

Loxley, who is 
50 year? old, be- 
gan treating the 
girl with whom he 
allegedly had an 
affair when the girl was only 1 1. 

Loxley is currendy saving a 90- 
day sentence at the Chesapeake City 
Jail. 

Loxley must also pay a $2,500 
fine, stay away from the girl for six 
months, and also stay away from the 
home of the girl's family for 12 
months. 

On June 17, 1992, a criminal ami- 
plaint was filed by the girl's fadier. 
The father stated that Loxley took the 
girl to the Comfort Inn on April 22, 
1992 without his or his wife's iq)- 
proval. 

The girl's faUier also stated that 
Loxley and the girl stayed in the 
Comfort Inn for some period of time. 
The girl has testified in court diat she 
and Loxley had sex while at the Com- 
fort Inn - she also has testified Uiat 
she loved Loxley and at one time 
believed he loved her also. 

Gary Ansell, a private investiga- 
tor, videotaped Loxley and the girl 
entering the Comfort Inn suites. 
•Ansellaise saw LoxJey open his ho- 
tel room door. Loxley was r^rtedly 
wearing nothing but his glasses. 

As a result of his actions involving 
the giri ai the Comfort Inn, Loxley 
was found guilty of contributing to 
the delinquency of a minor by Judge 
Paul Crider of the Chesapeake Juve- 
nile and Domestic Relations Court. 
Loxley has appealed this conviction - 

The Viiglnia Code 
states that it is con- 
sidered unprofes- ' 
sional conduct if a 
physician "conducts 

his practice in a 
manner contrary to 

the standards of 
ethics of his branch 
of the healing arts." 

the appeal has been continued until 
April 20, 1 993, at which time charges 
against Loxley may be dropped pur- 
suant to a plea agreement Loxley 
entered into with the state of Vir- 
ginia. 

According to Chesapeake's 
Deputy Commonwealth's Attorney 
Larry Willis, Loxley could not be 
prosecuted for statutory rape because 
the girl was 17 when the act of sex 
allegedly occurr^. 

In Virginia, the female must be 
under the age of 16 when the act of 
sex occurs with die male being at 
least three years dder than ttw fe- 
mate at the time. 

On June 25. 1992, die 

girl's father filed another criminal 
complaint against Loxley. Inhiscom- 
plaint, die giri's father states diat 
Loxley picked up die giri from high 
school at 11:55 on June 25. 

The fadier slated in his complaint 
Uiat his daughter had not be«i seen 
after Loxley picked her up diat morn- 
ing. The giri's fatfier filed his com- 
plaint at 1 1 p.m. diat evoiing. As a 
result of his actions revolving aroimd 
picking die girl up tt school, Loxley 
was also found guilty (tf contributing 
to die delinquwicy of a minw by 
Judge Crider. Loxley at^jealed this 
omvictjon. 

On ^^leal, Loxley oitovd into a 
plea agreement widi die state of Vir- 



Despite his promise to stay away 
from die girl, die giri can, after she 
turns 18 this December, request that 
the court drop the restricdon imposed 
on Loxley and allow Loxiey to con- 
tact her after Loxley serves his jail 
sentence. 

According to die plea agreement, 
if Loxley stays away from die girl for 
the six mondi period as ordered by 
the Circuit Court, the charges relat- 
ing to die Comfort Inn inculent will 
be dropped.

A University of Califwnia survey recently iqxirted 
that 2,000 sexually active junior high students 
admitted that they rarely used condoms.

Remodeling doesn't always 
add to the value of a house 



Don't decide to do a home remod- 
eling project because you think it 
will add value to die house. 

"The re-sale value of die house 
will not necessarily cover die cost 
of die remodeling," said a Virginia 
Cooperative Extension specialist 

If die project takes die house 
above die average value of similar 
houses in die ndghb(»tood. it may 
make it more difficult to sell die 
house, said Kaddeen PBirott, a Vir- 
ginia Tech housing specialist 

"It is usually difTicult to sell a 
house diat is more dian 20 percent 
higher than odiers i^ die same 
area." she said. 



There are remodeling projects 
diat atU value. A diird or fourth 
bedroom, a firei^ace, a seccmd badi, 
modernizing die kitchen or adding 
storage space will make a house 
easier to sell. 

If die project is to add a fiftti bed- 
room or a third badi, it may make 
it more difficult to recoup die re- 
modeling costs when die house is 
sdd. 

Features diat are unique and ap- 
peal only to a limited number of 
Cunilies limit die resale of a home. 
These include swimming pools, 
greenhouses, solar panels and such 
items. 



Most people take advantage of 
good weadier to tackle paint pro- 
jects on die home and pwper sur- 
face prejaraUon is a must before 
you start painting. 

If your home im{»ovement plans 
include painting, befne pkking up 
a paint brush, be sure to investigate 
die proper primer for your surface. 

A prime coat can make a world 
of difference in the outcome of 
painting efforts. Primers are rec- 
onmended by die NatiCHial Paint & 
Coatings Association for almost 
every painting emteavor. 

Primers serve two majot func- 
tions: diey seal porous materials so 
die topcoat won't poietrate die sur- 
faced, dius drying to an uneven ^ 
pearance; and ]vimers aid die top- 
coat in bonding inoperly widi the 
surface imdoneath. 

Sealing and bonding charactnis- 
tics of primers result in a "firm 
foundaticm " for a topcoat of paint 

Hie two main types of primers 
are prima--sealers and conventional 
primers. Unpainted surfaces, or sur- 
faces where most of die original 
paint has been removed, call for 
{Himn-sealers. 

Conventional sealers are needed 
to form a bond between coats of 
paint, and when dealing widi metal 
primers, diey are used to help pn- 
vent rust 

Definitely use a primer to spot 
prime areas where rqMurs have been 
made, or where paint has begun to 
peel away.

For best results when painting 
wallpaper, use an alkyd primer or 
alkyd enamel undercoaier.

As he completed his Basic 
First Aid courses and received his 
Emergency Medical Technician 
training he began to develop 
m(»e confidence in his aUlity to 
reqxHid to any emergracy. He 
also bepn to realiK thtt he had a 
lot to say to people; He wanted 
to give than hope. 

As minister of the Knotts Is- 
land United Methodist Church, 
Jennings is doing just that Re- 
cniited in 1978 to lead the Knotts 
Island United Methodist Church 
Youth Program, Jennings spent 
eight months getting to know 
Knotts Island. 

"You never think you'll get to 
go back to a place as a minister. I 
have be«i very, very fortunate," 
he said. 

As a volunteo- with the Knotts 
Island Fire and Rescue Squad his 

name has become synonymous 
with 911. 

"I added it up once and I diink I 
figured I'd been out on about 
1,300 calls," he said. But that's 
nothing. Some of the volunteer 
rescue woikers I wwk widi have 
been out on a lot more than 
that." 

The Knotts Island Fire and 
Rescue Squad is made up of 
about 21 volunteer members, 
e^t of whom almost always re- 
spoad to calls. The community is 
a small one. with about SOO 
people actually living on Knotts 
Island and another diousand in the 
suirounding area. 

"We are so fortunate," Frank 
explains, 'To have volunteers and 
to be a port of the Virginia Beach

link-up. They back us up with 
their ambulances. And I can tell 
you that has saved lives." 

The hardest part of 

the job he feels is that in a 
small community you are 
personally involved with the 
families. 

"If you run a call in Chesa- 
peake or Virginia Beach you go 
out and do the best you can," he 
said. You take them to the 
hospital, drop them off and you 
will probably never see them 
again. Being a minister out here, 
not only do you run a good 
chance of seeing diem again, but 
if things don't go right you 
might end up burying them." 

What does he like about the 
job? 

"Oh, that's the interesting 
part," he smiles. "You see people 
without the masks. You meet 

people widi dieir defenses down. 
You see diem as diey really are. 

'There are people who have 
said to me that being a minister 
has probably helped with my 
work on the rescue squad. But it's 
not diat way at all. Being in the 



rescue squad has taught me so 
much more about people than 
just being in die ministry. 

"If it was my choice on how to 
train preaches, I wouldn't send 
diem to a seminary. I'd put diem 
in a rescue squad, or as chaplains 
widi die police itepartment w in a 
hospital. Being in a school is 
such a make-believe world. Being 
a part of the rescue squad cer- 
tainly gives me a dose of reality." 

When asked for his favorite 
safety dps he does not hesitate. 

"I always carry diese," he says 
indicating flashlight, scis^irs and 
a LeaUierman tool. 'The flash- 
light is for the darkness, the 
scissors are for cutting seadielts. 
bandages or clothing. The 
Leathermwi tool has pliers, wire 
cutto^, a knife, botUe opener, a 
phillq>s uid flat head screwdriver, 
an awl md a ruler. 

"I guess my safety advice is 
keep your eyes (^n. Think be- 
fore you act and be prepared 
what it £b11s s^ai" 

Does he carry diese tools widi 
him even when he's preaching? 

"Absolutely," he said. "I'm al- 
ways prqared."
